EUROPEAN 
TERROR PLOT 
DISRUPTED

BERLIN/LONDON A militant plot to 
stage coordinated attacks in Europe 
has been disrupted in its early stages 
by drone strikes in Pakistan, but it is 
not clear if the threat has been com- 
pletely eliminated, security sources 
said Wednesday 

Germany said it knew of infor- 
mation pointing to possible al-Qa- 
ida attacks in Europe and the U.S., 
and intelligence sources said secu- 
rity agencies had disrupted plans 
by Pakistan-based militants for si- 
multaneous strikes in London, as 
well as in major cities in Erance and 
Germany 

The conspiracy involving al- 
Qaida and allied militants was in 
the early stages and would have in- 
volved groups of assailants taking 
and killing hostages, possibly along 
the lines of the 2008 raid in Mum- 
bai in which 166 people died, the 
sources said. 

But it was unclear if all the plot- 
ters had been eliminated in re- 
cent attacks by U.S. drones in the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border area 
and Western security agencies were 
working closely to counter any 
threat that remained, they said. 

Al-Qaida and south Asian mili- 
tant groups have threatened to at- 
tack Western targets in retaliation 
for U.S. military action in Afghani- 
stan and for the U.S. drone strikes in Pakistan. 

Intelligence sources said an increase in strikes by un- 
manned U.S. drone aircraft on suspected militants in Paki- 
stan in the past few weeks was part of Western efforts to 
thwart the plot. 

Speaking on condition of anonymity, one security offi- 
cial in Germany said word of the plot had probably origi- 
nated from the interrogation of a German- Afghan terror 
suspect in Afghanistan. 

The suspect believed to be behind the intelligence was 
identified by media as Ahmed Sidiqi, a German of Afghan 
descent. German media said he came from Hamburg and 
had been held by the U.S. in Afghanistan since July 

In Washington, U.S. officials stressed there was no evi- 
dence that the plot or plots had been thwarted. 


SEQUENCE

anonymity, said initial 
intelligence reports 
about the threat first 
surfaced roughly two 
weeks ago, around the 
time of the anniversa- 
ry of the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks. 

»ln Britain, the MIS 
security service said 
on Sept. 16 there re- 
mained “a serious risk 
of a lethal attack tak- 
ing place.” 

» French Interior 
Minister Brice 
Hortefeux said on 
Sept. 20 that France 
faced a real terrorism 
threat due to a back- 
lash from al-Qaida mil- 
itants in North Africa. 
»The Eiffel Tower 
and the surrounding 
Champ de Mars park 
were briefly evacuated 
Tuesday because of a 
bomb alert, the fourth 
such alert in the Paris 
region in as many 
weeks, but a search 
turned up nothing, po- 
lice said.

Richard Reid, a British-born follower 
of Osama bin Laden, was sentenced 
to life in prison in January 2003 for 
trying to blow up a transatlantic 
flight with explosives stuffed in his 
shoes. Reid tried to blow up 
American Airlines 
Flight 63 on Dec. 

22, 2001, as it 
flew to Miami 
from Paris.

Today, we search for the elusive Chicago hipster. 

Behold the hipster’s natural habitat, the wild forests of Wicker Park and Logan Square. Marvel at the 
beautiful plumage of the male hipster. See him, resplendent in his muttonchop sideburns and 
short-shorts, neon yellow sneakers and too-tight Jem and the Holograms sweatshirt. He sits 
in the Rainbow Club, the Whistler— or new hipster hideout Maria’s— drinking Pabst Blue Ribbon 
With all these hipster haunts enjoying continued popularity, some of you may wonder, 
who exactly does that hipster think he is? 


Does he desire that we ogle him, criticize 
his fashion choices and think him a joke? 
Does he, like some strange parasite, feed off 
our curiosity?

NEW CTA BUDGET DODGES FEE HIKES, 

SERVICE REDUCTIONS-FOR NOW 


Here’s a look at the 
hole the CTA is fac- 
ing in capital needs 
(money for land, 
construction, materi- 
als, etc.) and how it 
might affect improve- 
ments.

Next year’s CTA budget spares riders from 
the familiar “doomsday” threats of service 
cuts and fare increases, but nothing jumps out 
in the restrained spending forecast to indicate 
major strides will be made in 2011 toward cre- 
ating a world-class transit system. 

“We’ve tried to focus on simple yet sub- 
stantial goals against the backdrop of serious 
fiscal challenges,” CTA President Richard 
Rodriguez said Wednesday, adding that the 
transit agency anticipates “steep declines” in 
public funding. 

Once again the CTA, which faces almost 
$7 billion in unfunded capital needs, will 
reluctantly use capital funds meant for im- 
provements to help balance the day-to-day 
2011 operating budget and avoid reducing ser- 
vices again, according to the proposed budget 
released Wednesday 

In February the CTA eliminated 18 percent 
of bus service and 9 percent of rail service. In 
addition, about 1,100 employees were laid off 

As a result of the capital-fund diversion, the 
planned $599.5 million CTA capital improve- 
ment plan will be reduced by $113 million, 
according to transit officials. They said the 
move, while painful, is justified because the 
state has pledged $1.3 billion in capital fund- 
ing to the CTA over the next five years. 

But the state, like the CTA, is struggling, 
and a more stable financial footing depends 
on the economy improving. So far this year, 
the state still owes the CTA $93 million in 
delayed-subsidy payments. 

Rodriguez, who presented next year’s bud- 
get based on the assumption the state will 


meet its obligations, declined to say whether 
fare hikes and service cuts would be put back 
on the table for next year if Springfield fails to 
provide the $93 million. 

Officials also are counting on other money 

The CTA is scheduled to receive $83 mil- 
lion in bond proceeds as part of an agreement 
brokered by Gov Pat Quinn for the CTA to 
hold the line on fares this year and in 2011. 
But the CTA would be free to raise fares if 
the state failed to meet its commitments to 
pay the public subsidies for operations and 
the capital funds for system improvements, 
Rodriguez told the Tribune’s editorial board. 

The 2011 CTA budget totals $1.34 billion, 
which is 5 percent higher than this year’s 
budget, caused in part by a 3.5 percent wage 
increase for union bus and rail employees, as 
well as rising pension and health care costs. 
Labor costs make up 70 percent of the CTA’s 
budget. 

Non-union CTA employees, meanwhile, 
last received a salary increase in 2006. They 
will see their wages frozen again in 2011 and 
be required to take up to 18 unpaid furlough 
days and holidays to help stave off a budget 
deficit. Also, about 70 non-union positions 
will be eliminated next year, part of $53.6 mil- 
lion in management efficiencies. Some 100 
non-union jobs were cut this year. 

Rodriguez said he will continue to pressure 
the unions to accept concessions to help ease 
annual budget crises and prevent future ser- 
vice cuts or fare hikes. But union leaders have 
stood firmly against concessions, instead al- 
lowing the layoffs of more than 1,000 of their 
members last winter.

Democratic Gov Pat Quinn and Republican 
challenger Bill Brady clashed Wednesday over 
education, taxes, government corruption and 
their divergent ways to pull Illinois out of a fi- 
nancial hole in a no-holds-barred debate. 

Wasting little time slashing into each oth- 
er, Quinn said Illinoisans should “perish the 
thought” that Brady would lead the state, and 
Brady warned “we can’t continue down the 
path of Governor Quinn.” 

The forum at the Union League Club 
of Chicago represented the first exchange 
open to the news media before the Nov 2 
election. 

Brady a state senator from Bloomington, 
and Quinn also said they would not support 
putting riverboat gambling casinos in Chica- 
go, part of Mayor Daley’s unfulfilled wish list 
for years. 

Taking turns at putting each other on the 
defensive, Quinn charged Brady’s position 
that the state should take a dime out of every 
dollar in state spending would be an “econom- 
ic disaster” that would cause massive teacher 
layoffs. 

Quinn, who has called for higher income 
taxes, estimated the Brady cuts would cost 
schools $1.2 billion and prompt increases in 
local property taxes to make up the differ- 
ences. 

The governor charged that Brady’s solu- 
tions are based in a “pretend world” at a time 
when Illinois needs “common sense” rather 
than “non-sense.” 

Brady maintained his education cuts would 
be less than a billion dollars but would not 
give specifics, again saying he needed deeper 
audits before filling in the details.

Multiple 
suicides 
rattle U.S. 
Army base 

□ Four soldiers from Fort Hood, Texas, died 
over the week. In all four cases it appears the 
soldiers, all decorated veterans from the wars in 
Iraq or Afghanistan, took their own lives, accord- 
ing to Christopher Hang, a Fort Hood spokesman. 

If confirmed as suicides, the deaths would add 
to 14 other suicides on the base this year. Base of- 
ficials called a news conference for Wednesday 
afternoon to address the problem of suicides at 
the huge base in central Texas. 

“Every one of these is tragic,” said Maj. Gen. 
William Grimsley the post commander. “It’s per- 
sonally and professionally frustrating as a leader.” 

Grimsley did not announce any major action 
or response during the news conference. “I don’t 
think there is a simple answer,” he said. 

The entire U.S. military has been focused for 
years on trying to stop or reduce suicides among 
service members. At times some have speculated 
that troops wouldn’t seek help for emotional or 
mental problems because it would stigmatize 
them in the eyes of their comrades in arms and 
their commanders. 

But that didn’t always appear to be the case at 
Fort Hood this past weekend. 

“Early indications are, in at least two of the 
cases, and I can’t speak definitively about the 
others, a couple had been in counseling for cer- 
tain things,” Grimsley said. 

He said the pace of Army operations, caused 
in large part by fighting two wars simultaneously 
over many years, maybe one “stressor” leading to 
more suicides.

Blackhawks get final piece 
of championship hardware

When the group entrusted to design the Blackhawks’ 
Stanley Cup championship ring saw the look on Chair- 
man Rocky Wirtz’s face when he examined the fin- 
ished product, they knew they had pulled off the task 
of preserving a memory of a lifetime. 

The committee, which met frequently during a 
six-week span and exchanged countless ideas with 
ring-maker Jostens, included front-office person- 
nel Jay Blunk, A 1 Mac Isaac, Kevin Cheveldayoff, 

Stan Bowman and Marie Sutera with input from 
President John McDonough and several Hawks 
players. 

What they came up with is a stunning me- 
mento of the Hawks’ 2009-10 run to their first 
Stanley Cup since 1961. The individual rings, 
valued at about $30,000, are 14 carats, white 
gold weighing 91 grams with 404 diamonds 
and gemstones totaling approximately 8 car- 
ats. They were handed out to players, coaches, 
equipment managers, trainers and medical 
staffWednesday night during a private ceremo- 
ny at a downtown restaurant. 

“When we showed it to Rocky the response 
... in his eyes was a reward knowing he recog- 
nized the work that went into it,” said Chevel- 
dayoff, the Hawks’ assistant general manager and 
senior director of hockey operations. 

Macisaac, vice president/assistant to the presi- 
dent, said the cost was irrelevant to Wirtz. 

“(He believes] it doesn’t matter what it cost to make 
it,” Macisaac said. “It’s priceless because of the mean- 
ings, the memories and the camaraderie of the team— 
all those things that go into it.” 

The committee viewed examples of past champion- 
ship rings but was determined to make the Hawks ver- 
sion unique. It incorporated ideas Jostens had not done 
before, including engraving the inside of each player’s 
ring with the NHL logo and those of the four teams the 
Hawks dispatched in the playoffs and the series scores. 

“There are many meanings on the different facets of 
the ring that are unique to what we’ve been through as 
a group,” Cheveldayoff said. “The players are going to 
be able to look at it 20 years from now and have that 
memory rekindled just by looking at it and saying, ‘I 
remember this.’ ” 

Other members of the organization will receive their 
rings during a future ceremony, and former players and 
staff not in attendance Wednesday will be presented 
theirs by a member of the Hawks’ hockey operations 
staff

“I don’t fear God,” intones No Age singer/guitarist Randy Randall 
on “Glitter,” a tune that rolls in like a sloppy take on Toni Basil’s 
“Hey Mickey” before the Los Angeles duo layers on a thick wall of 
squealing. My Bloody Valentine-esque guitar noise. “I don’t fear 
anything at all.” 

Randall, joined as always by manic drummer Dean Allen Spunt, sure is fearless on the pair’s 
third album, which sounds sprawling even at a taut 38 minutes. Often channeling early Sonic 
Youth, the group fills its increasingly melodic noise-rock anthems with a range of ugly/gorgeous 
tones and textures. Guitars sparkle and pop like firecrackers, howl like violent October winds and 
shriek like industrial drills. Fittingly, the musical landscape shifts dramatically from track to track. 
Witness the way the pair sets “Skinned,” a rawboned punk thumper, up against the instrumental 
“Katerpillar,” a 90-second burst of orchestral white noise that sounds something like a star being

What you’re not getting 

First, nothing is available live. Tuesday night, you’re not watching 
“Glee” without a cable box. Second, with streaming services, the qual- 
ity can vary based on your download speeds, so a mediocre broadband 
connection can mean a subpar picture. Heavy sports- and news-channel 
watchers are going to have to get creative. Soap operas? Syndicated 
daily talk shows? Sorry, you’ll need cable for that.
